Washington, May 16.—Before a full 
and attentive senate, Chairman Smoot 
of the senate finance committee today 
presented the 16-month-old tariff bill 
and asked the senate to decide wheth 
er It would stick by its debenture and 
flexible tariff items which the house 
had declined to accept. 
Senators were called from sick beds 
and from rmapaigning In their home 
states as the Important parliamentary 
contest Opened, a contest which may 
decide the fate of the whole tariff mea­ 
sure. 
Smoot encountered immediate strong 
resistance from the democrats, Sena 
tor Harrison, democrat, 
Mississippi, 
threatening to kill the tariff bill if the 
disputed debenture and flexible tariff 
provisions are dropped. 
“It will be a long time before you 
get this bill through if you drop these 
Items," he declared. 
“I would want 
nothing better than the responsibility 
for killing this legislation lf these two 
saving provisions are eliminated. 


Washington, May 19—The 16-months 
old tariff bill was thrown out on the 
senate table today like a pair of dice 
to win or lose in one roll. 
Administration leaders including Re­ 
publican Floor Leader Watson frank 
ly confessed their plan of action was 
a 
gamble. 
The 
anti-administtation 
group including the farm section re­ 
publicans and democrats were inclined 
to agree. 
If the winning number happens to 
show up for the administration, the 
Chances are the tariff bill will be whip­ 
ped Into final shape during the next 
week and passed, minus the debenture 
plan of farm relief and plus a modi­ 
fied arrangement for future tariff re­ 
visions by the special tariff commis­ 
sion with the help of congress. 
If losing: number turns up, and the 
senatorial situation Indicates a major­ 
ity of the votes will make it that way, 
the bill will be tied up indeflntely in 
conference beween the senate and the 
house. 
This course would stalemate 
it and probably kill the bill. 
The gamble was agreeable to both 
sides because nearly everyone in con­ 
g r e e is tired of the bill. Advocates of 
the measure do not believe they have 
obtained in it what they wanted. Op­ 
ponents believe it will endanger the 
success of the republican party in the 
primary congressional elections now 
being held, as well as in the final elec­ 
tions to be staged in November. 
While the senate prepared for a 
vote on the bill, the house, with little 
important legislation on its calendar, 
prepared to consider private bills. 
The tariff’s fate may rest on the 
outcome of a resolution which Chair­ 
man Smoot of the senate conferees 
prepared to offer. It would authorise 
the senate conferees to yield to the 
house on the disputed debenture clause 
and flexible tariff repealer, consenting 
to the elimination of both items. 
While the tariff held sway on the 
senate floor, the foreign relations and 
naval affairs committees again took 
up the London naval limitation treaty. 
Chairman Hale of the naval commit­ 
tee is seeking to prove that the navy 
general board was coerced Into recom­ 
mending division of American cruiser 
strength between six and eight-inch 
arm ament in a report 
to 
President 
Hoover. 
Meanwhile, a sub-committee of the 
senate judiciary committee 
was 
ex­ 
pected to render a favorable report to 
its parent committee on the nomina­ 
tion of Owen J. Roberts of Philadel­ 
phia to be an associate supreme court 
Justice. 
“Hearings on the $110,000,000 rivers

On the house side 
the naval affairs committee planned 
to continue hearings to provide infor­ 
mation for selection of a dirigible site 
on the Pacific coast.

FALL CONVICTED ON BRIBERY 
CHARGE, SENTENCED TO YEAR 
IN PRISON, $100,000 FINE 
Washington. May 19.—(I.Hi—The su­ 
preme court today denied a govern­ 
ment motion of an early hearing of 
the appeal of former Interior Secre­ 
tary Albert B. Fall from his convic­ 
tion on a bribery charge and his one 
year prison sentence and fine of $100,- 
000. 
The charge arose from the $100.- 
000 he received from E. L. Doheny, 
the oil man, in November, 1921. 
Today’s action means 
that 
lower 
courts must hear and decide the case 
before the supreme court takes it up. 
The special government oil counsel, 
Owen J. Roberts, and Atlee Pomerene, 
asked the supreme court to review 
and decide the case finally and at once 
so that, if Fall was properly convicted 
such perfidy in public office should 
be promptly and severely punished." 
Fall was convicted by a jury in Dis­ 
trict of Columbia supreme court Oct. 
25, 1929 -the first and only major pen­ 
alty meted out to any of the famous 
oil scandal principals in a criminal 
trial—and he appealed to the district 
court of appeals, but this motion was 
flied to bring it direct to the supreme 
court. 
The government’s case was based 
on the charge that the $100,000 sent 
secretly in a little brown satchel by 
the hand of Doheny’s son was de­ 
signed to influence Fall to give Do- 
heny's company valuable leases on the 
Elk Hills naval oil reserve — leases 
from which Doheny expected to make 


$100,000,000. 
Fall was convicted of accepting the 
money with a view to having his offi­ 
cial action influenced, 
but 
Doheny 
since has been acquitted by a jury 
on a charge of trying 
to 
influence 
Full by the same money. 
Both men 
claimed the transaction was just 
a 
loan from a rich man to a poor man 
who was his friend for many years.

Seville, Spain, May 19. — The Graf 
Zeppelin arrived at 4:40 P. M. (11:40 
A. M. EST) today, completing the Unit 
stage of the first dirigible flight to 
South America. 
The airship was welcomed by the 
cheers of a large crowd of 
natives 
and tourists who had been watching 
the sky for hours to catch the first 
glimpse of It. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
commander of the ship, delayed the 
arrival here to take advantage of th* 
fvaorable landing conditions prevail­ 
ing late in the day. 
The Graf Zeppelin’s 
voyage 
from 
Friedrirhshafen to Seville was made 
speedily anti In favorable weather. The 
dirigible left Us home base at 5:1* P. 
M. yesterday, flew over Switzerland 
to France, down to the M editerranean 
and past the Balearic Islands to the 
Spanish coast. 
Cruising down the 
Mediterranean coast of Spain the big 
ship circled around stormy areas and 
reached Gibraltar. 
The dirigble flew under cloudy eklea 
along the coast and

threatening to kill the tariff bill if the 
disputed debenture and flexible tariff 
provisions are dropped. 
“It will be a long tim e before you 
get this bill through if you drop these 
item s,” he declared. 
“I would w ant 
nothing better than the responsibility 
for killing this legislation if these two 
saving provisions are elim inated. 


W ashington, May 19—The 16-months 
old tariff bill was throw n out on the 
senate table today like a pair of dice 
to win or lose in one roll.

gamble.

T he gam ble was agreeable to both

But they probably won’t have the opportunity. 
They won’t get 
the breaks that give them the chance to show what they can do.” 
That is iconoclastic, it would he terrible if a politician said it; but 
it is an industrial leader who says it, and it has a ring of honesty. 
Shall we then give up our time-tested philosophy that says to 
youth, “Be honest, work hard, try to make your employer’s inter­ 
ests your own?” Not a bit of it. Mr. Carlton doesn’t suggest that 
those dozen men, any one of who could till his shoes, prepared him­ 
self without hard work and faithfulness.

In response to the many requests which have come for infor- 
fnktion about the activities on law observance. Secretary J. W. 
Crabtree of the National Education Association has issued this 
statement: 
At the request of President Hoover’s Commission on Baw' 
Observance and Enforcement, the National Education Associa­ 
tion arranged to cooperate with its plan to get facts which would 
show' behavior conditions in the high schools of the country, com­ 
paring 1930 with 1920. 
It will be some time before this work will be completed but 
enough reports have come in to show that conditions in the high 
schools are much better than in 1920, with respect both to drink­ 
ing and general behavior. This is doubly significant in view' of 
the fact that high school enrollment has grown since 1920 from 
two million to more than five million students—an achievement 
unparalleled in any country or in all history. 
Many of the three million additional students who have 
nought a high school education within the decade have come from 
poorer homes where in former times drinking w'as a heavy bur­ 
den on the family income. Unquestionably the Eighteenth Amend­ 
ment has benefited the school beyond measure. The President’s 
Commission on Law' Observance and Enforcement is composed of 
citizens of outstanding ability and of the highest ideals.

Improve* Soil and Increases 
W ater Capacity.

Under favorable conditions plowing 
tinder a lnrgc amount of green ma­ 
terial may Inereare the number of bac­ 
teria as much as ten times within two 
days, says Mr. Smith.

Bacterial Decomposition. 
Bacteriol decomposition 
of green 
manure gives Hue to carbon dioxide 
and ammonia. 
The carbon dioxide es­ 
capes from the soil Into the air; the 
ammonia Is absorbed by the soil and, 
through the action of bacteria, Is first 
changed to nitrite and then to nitrate. 
The greater the percentage of nitro­ 
gen In the green manure, other condi­ 
tions being equal, the more nitrate 
will he formed from Its decomposition. 
When crops low In nitrogen, such as 
mature rye, are turned under very lit­ 
tle benefit will result for the follow­ 
ing crop, since the amount of nitro­ 
gen hound up by the bacteria In de­ 
composition may be greater than that 
obtained from the rye. 
Eventually 
this nitrogen Is changed to nitrate, 
perhaps too inte for the crop. 


Succeeding Crops Benefited. 
It has been known for many years 
that growing a apter crop and plow­ 
ing It tinder as n green manure Im­ 
proves the physical character of the 
soil, Increases Its capacity to hold wa­ 
ter, and helps to prevent erosion. The 
mere growing of legumes, says Mr. 
Smith, bks a stimulating effect upon 
the bacteria of the soil, and succeed­ 
ing crops may he benefited even though 
the tops of the legumes are removed.

The eggs of geese may be hatched 
tinder hens, sotting them In the spring 
when grass is well started. The goose 
and gander are hest mated during the 
previous fall, as mating may not or- 
ctir between the gander and more 
than one female. 
This account*; for 
sonic Infertile eggs. 
Eggs hatch In 
nbnut thirty days. 
Remove the fir*t 
hatched goslings from the nest lf nec­ 
essary to give unhatched eggs more 
time. 
Keep them In a warm basket 
until nil are hntohed that can be ex­ 
pected from the setting. 
Feed the goslings after 24 or 86 
hours 
from 
hatching, 
giving 
stale 
broad squeezed from milk, or equal 
parts of rolled oats and brend crumbs 
moistened with water and some sand 
for grit. 
Feed 
moderately 
several 
times dally 
during the first week. 
Have water for drinking always ac­ 
cessible. 
After the first week, In addition to 
chopped tender green food, give corn­ 
meal, wheat bran anil middlings, as 
much bran as meal anti middlings to­ 
gether. 
Tender green foods form a 
large part of the ration of growing 
geese and, lf not available In pasture, 
should he provided. 
Geese are pas­ 
turing birds. 
Protect the young gos­ 
lings from wet and cold; do not allow 
them to swim until seversl weeks of 
age nnd with brewst feathers grown. 
They should be cared for shout ns 
young ducks are, but need more green 
food.

A lw a y s it has been bad advice to tell a boy to trust to luck, 
instead of Work, and always it will be, says the Milwaukee Jour­ 
nal. 
None the less Newcomb Carlton, president of the Western 
Union Telegraph company, strikes a responsive note when, asked 
for the great secret of success, he answers: “B a h ! 
It’s the 
breaks!” For it has grown increasingly wearisome to hear from 
the lips of someone who has made a fortune almost overnight, in 
some one of the ways known to our times, pius remarks to youth, 
attributing their success to nothing but the fact that as boys they 
worked, were faithful, did a little more than was expected, “al­ 
ways told the truth” and gate the other fellow a square deal. 
In an age of debunking, nothing is sacred, bpt here is otic 
thing that ought to be debunked. Mr. Carlton says: “There are 
a dozen men in our plants who could fill my job as well as I do. 
But they probably won’t have the opportunity. 
They won't get 
the breaks that give them the chance to show what they can do.” 
That is iconoclastic, it wcfuld be terrible if a politician said it; but 
it is an industrial leader who says it, and it has a ring of honesty.

And what Mr. Carlton says he tells the messenger boys, when 
against his will he is forced to speak, is worth considering: “Go 
run around the block, fill your lungs with fresh air and find out 
things for yourselves.”
